GENERAL WILSON OCCUPIES MACON. 


Howeil Cobb and Gustavus W. 
Smith Captured. 


THEY ARE RBLBASBD BY SHBRMAN'S AMNESTY, 


New Facts About the Assassination. 


Wan DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON,

To Maj.-Gen Dix: A dispatch from Gen. 
Shermmn states: 

Gen. Wilson, with his cavalry, held 
Macon on the 20th, with Howell Cobb, G. 
W. Smith, and others, as prisoners, but 
they claimed the benefit of the armistice, 
and he has telegraphed to me, through the 
rebel lines, for orders. I have answered him 
that he may draw eutof Macon, and hold 
his command for further orders, unless he 
lias tenson to believe the rebels are chang- 
ing the status to our prejudice. 


‘his department has information that 
tho President's murder was originated in 
Canada, and appreyed in Richmond. One 
of the assassins now in prison, who at- 
tempted to kill Mr, Seward, is believed to 
be one of the St, Alban's raiders,

Honors to the Dead. 


THB PRESIDBNT'S REMAINS 


IN NBW YORK. 


The funeral arrived at 10 o'clock yester- 
day morning at Jersey City. Here the ar- 
rangements seemed to be perfect, and 
nothing had been neglected which 
could give due effect to the ceremonies 
of tbe occasion. ‘She coffin was ro- 
moyed from the hearse car by eight sol- 
diers’ It was partially covered with the 
American flag, and with flowers not yet 
entirely withered, and in the presence of the 
military and of civilians, including the 
escort which had followed the remains 
from Washington, was slowly carried be- 
tween the open ranks, while many male 
voices sang o funeral hymn, tha vocal 
music reverberating through the vast en- 
closure, which was hung with tastefall 
arranged emblems ~of mourning. All 
heads were uncovered. When tbe corpse 
was leaving the station, again the Har- 
monia and Hoboken Quartette Glee club, 
forming a chorus of about 200 voices, sang 
a faneral dirge. 

The remaius were received on behalf of 
the state of New York by Hon. Chauncey 
M. Depew, Secretary of State, aud there 
consigned to the cure of the committee, 
The hearse was placed on the ferry boit, 
and taken charge of by Major General 
Dix. As the boat neared the city of New 
York, the bells were chimed and tolled, 
and minute guns fired. On the arrival of 
the remains at Desbrosses st., the Seventh 
regiment, National Guard, acting as the 
guard of honor, escorted the cortege 
through several of the streets to the City 
hall, where the United German societies, 
numbering some hundred voices, and oc- 
cupying the steps and piazza in front of 
the City hall, chanted dirges suitable to 
the occasion. 

‘Phe hearse, which was drawn by six 
horses, on arriving at tho City ball, was re- 
lieved of the coffin by eight soldiers, who 
conveyed it to the Governor's room. | One 
thousand singers sang mournful dirge as 
it was borne to its (emporary resting place. 
The City hall, in its intorior, is elaborately 
draped and festooned with mourning em- 
blems, presenting sombre and solemn 
appearance, The room in which the re- 
mains are deposited is thoroughly draped 
in black. The centre of tho ceiling is dot- 
ted with silver stars, relieved by black. 
The drapery is finished with heavy silver 
fringe. ‘he curtains age of black silk vel- 
yot, fringed with silver, gracefully looped. 
‘The coflin rest#on a raised dais onan in- 
clined plane, the inclination such thatthe 
face of the departed patriot is in view of 
the visitors while passing for two or 
three minutes. The coffin was laid on the 
duis in the presence of Gens. Dix, Burn- 
side, and others. 

Wreaths ofimmortelles wero placed on 
the coffin by ladies present. At one o'clock 
the guards were placed, and the general 
publie allowed ingress to view the re- 
mains, ‘The appearance of the dead Pres- 
ident bears no marks of pain, but the eves 
ure sunken and the face is somewhat dis- 
colored and swollen about the lower part, 
dark around the eyes and cheeks, and the 
lips ara very tightly compressed,’ ‘The re- 
mains will notagain be exhibited to view 
until (heir arrival at Springfield. Im- 
imense crowds, numbering thousands, are 
in the Streets awaiting an Spuprlunity to 
view for the last time the face of Abraham 
Lincoln. 

They came through the east basement, 
going up the main corridor, thence up the 
main steps to the vestibule fronting the 
catafalque. Many of the visitors were 
fomales, a large proportion of whom wept 
bitterly, and one or two endeavored to 
kiss the corpse, but were prevented.

I, Andrew Johnson, President of the 
United States, do hereby appoint Thurs- 
day, tho 25th of May noxt, to be observed 
wherever in the United States the flag of 
the country may be respected, as a day of 
humililiation and mourving, and recom- 
mend my fellow citizens to assemble in 
their respective places of worship, there to 
unite in solemn service to Almighty God, 
in memory of the good man who has been!

The People at the South. 
Yesterday morning a dolegation of loyal 
‘outherners called on President Johnson, 
by appointment, Every Southern stnte 
Was represented. The délegation was_in- 
troduced by Judge Underwood, of Vir- 
ginia, who Said that tho visitors Wore, for 
the most part, exiles. ‘They hoped speedily 
to return, as the recent utterance of tho 
President had encouraged that hope, and 
that they would not advise the huvging of 
all, but the leaders of the rebellion should 
be punished. President Johnson, in re- 
sponse, said that his feelings fully’ accorda- 
ed with those of the delegation, that justice 
should be meted out to the leaders of this 
nefarioys rebellion, Mercy without jus- 
tice, is Grime and, therefore, it should bo 
exorcised only with stern, inflexible jus- 
tice. Wemay grantan amnesty and e: 
tend clemency to the masses Who wore 
forced into rebellion; but it is different with 
those who went into rebellion intelligently. 
Yo them stern justice should be moted out. 

A delegation of cilizens from Danville 
came through to headquarters, army of the 
Potomac, on the 23d, with a petition from 
the President aud Directors of the Ric!

RALEIGH FOUND TO BE A GOOD UNION CITY 


The World's Washington special says 
advices received there yesterday, direct 
from Raleigh, state that the conference be- 
tween Sherman and Jobnston took place 
at Chapel bill, some fifteen miles west of 
Raleigh. Johnston's army, composed of 
about 30,000 men, including Hamptou’s 
‘and Wheeler's cavalry, lay thirty miles 
from the city,on the road running to Char- 
lotte. 

In the second interview, Breckinridge, 
the rebel Secretary of War, was present 
and participated in drawing up the already 

ablished memoranda of terms of eapitu- 
ation, During the conversation he freely 
admitted the failure of the rebellion, and 
declared that peace was almost at hand, 
and in alluding to the Constitutional 
amendment said that it was strictly the 
legal way of abolishing slavery, and he 
predicted its ratitication by more than two- 
thirds of the states. 

It was understood that during this con- 
ference, which lasted two days, Jett. Davis 
‘was at Hillsboro, in telegraphic communi- 
cation with Breckinridge at Johnston's 
headquarters. : 

The men of the rebel army, with the ex- 
ception of now and then an officer, were 
anxious for peuce, and desired’ to go 
home. Throughout North Carolina there 
have been the most earnest exbibitions of 
loyalty. 

When our forces entered Raleigh, the two 
papers there, the Standard, editea by Hol- 
den, und the Progress, were found to have 
been such strong Union sbeets for some 
time pust that their publication was in no 
wise ivlerfered with, ‘They continued 
with their regular issues. No public or 
private property was molested by our 
troops, and the citizens, including a large 
number of ladies, appeared as usual on the 
streets, ® Business was pot even suspended. 

Goy. Vance skedaddled before our troops 
entered the plice. The report of bis cap- 
ture is therefore untrue. 

When this intelligence left Raleigh, it 
was (he opinion in the army among oflicers 
of high rank that the terms of Jobnston’s 
surrender, were unconditional submis- 
sion, No others were known or even 
iinted ut.

Lying in State in New York. 


Departure tor Albany, 


A constunt stream of peoplo, male and 
female, have been passing through the 
room in the City ball where the remains of 
the Inte President baye been exposed to 
view, ever since yesterday afternoon. They 
pass nt the rate of eighty per minute, AC 
midnight the German singers, numbering 
about one thousand voices, chunted dirges. 
‘Throughout the night, the long line of cit- 
izens, anxious to view the remuins, kept 
moving. Early this morning it seemed 
diminished but very little, aud soon alter 
daylight it was lengtbened — greatly, 
extending from Warren ‘to Jolin streets 
on Broadway, on the west side of the 
City hall, while there was another line of 
greater length running through the streets 
ou the east side of the ball. Broadway 
and ull the adjoining streets in the vicinity 
were thropged by people anxious to secure 
a place in the line, or failing to do that, to 
catch a glimpse of the hearse when it 


passed, All places of business are closed, 
while tho upper stories of every building 
along the route of the procession are occu- 
pied by anxious specttors. 

1 o'clock.—Lhe procession is now mov- 
ing with the remains to the Hudson River 
railroad depot. It is one of the most im- 
posing and impressive spectacles ever wit- 
nessed in New York, Indeed, perhaps it 
wus never equalled. There are no vebi 
cles in the line of the procession, and it 
moves with an awe inspiring solemnity 
to the mourbful music of the various 
bands. ‘Ihe military are out in full force, 
as also a very large number of clvic socie- 
ties, trades unions, officials, and citizens 
in general. 

Phe news of the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln was received at Van Couver's 
island, in British Columbia, with every 
evidence of public sorrow. “fhe English 
residents closed their places of business 
und united with tbe Americans in obser- 
ving the obsequies on the 19th ins : 

‘The local papers appeared in mourning, 
and everywhere the deepest sorrow is 
evinced. 

‘The Cincinnati city council, city officials 
and a large number of citizens, will go up 
to Coluinbus on Friday to participate in 
the funeral ceremonies, 

One of the festoons in front of the City 
hall took tire this morning, causing great 
excitement, as the cry of fire was made. 
The presence of mind of un officer who 
promptly tore down the burning drapery 
saved arush in the crowd, which would 
in all probability have caused loss of 
life. 

The crowd in Broadway was so great 
that it was found necessary to run chains 
around the space through which the pro- 
cession was to pass in the park. 

‘The number who viewed the remains is 
estimated at 120,000. As many more were 
deprived of the privilege by the expiration 
of the allotted time. . 

‘The funeral car on which the remains 
were carried in the procession is a superb 
piece of mechanism. ‘Ibe main plattorm 
is fourteen feet long, eight feet wide, and 
fifteen feet in height. On this platform, 
which is five feet from the groand, isa 
dais six inches in height, on which the cof- 
fin rests. Above the duis is an elegant 
canopy, supported by four columns, curv- 
ing upward at the centre, aud surmounted 
by a miniature temple of liberty. The 
platform is covered with black cloth, 
which falls at the sides nearly to 
the ground and is edged with silver 
bullion fringe. Festoons of black cloth 
also bang from the sides, festooned witb 
silver stars and also edged with silver bul- 
lion, The canopy is trimmed in like man- 
ner with black cloth, festooned and spang- 
led with silver bullion, the corners sur- 
mounted by a rich plume of black und 
white feathers. At the base of each col- 
umn are three American flags, slightly in- 
clined, festooned and covered with crape. 
The Temple of Liberty is represented as 
deserted, having no emblems of any kind 


ing stock of the West Point and Mon 
gomery railroad were destroyed at the 
former place.

THE AssassINATION.—The authorities 
took possession of Ford's theater, and H, 
Clay Ford, esq., treasurer of the thea- 
ter, with two or three other persons be- 
longing to the company, were, it is said, 
sent to the Old Capitol. 


—A rebel resident inquired of a guard 
in front of the State department if itwere 
trne that President Lincoln was dead, 
Upon the soldier saying yes, the citizen 
replied with an oath that he was glad of it, 
Ho had searce concluded his utterance be- 
fore the guard put a ball through bis 
head. ~ 

—Judge Campbell, Mayor Mayo, and all 
the rebel oflicers in Richmond on_ parole, 
have been arrested, and will be ‘held for 
any future contingency that may arise. 
That prominent rebel officials haye had 
sometbing to do wilh this assussination by 
organizing tho conspirney, there seems to 
be no doubt, 


—When Wilkes Booth was in Cleveland, 
ayeur and whalf ago, he remarked to & 
prominent citizen that “the mau who 
killed Abraham Lincoln would occupy © 
higher niche of fame than George Wash- 
ington.” ‘his demonstrates that his in- 
famous deed was long premeditated. 


—In the early part of 1863, during an 
engagement of J. Wilkes Booth at Me- 
Vicker’s theater, Chicugo, be made the re- 
mark one day, “ What a glorious oppor- 
tunity there “is fora man to immmortalize 
himself by killing Lincoln.” What 
good would that do"? he was asked. He 
then quoted these line 
The ambitious youth who fred the Ephesian 

dome 
Outlives in fame the plous fool who reared it, 


“Well, woo was that ambitious youth— 
what was bis name”? was then’ asked, 
“Phat I don't know,’ Booth’ replied, 
“Phen where's the fame you speak of"? 
‘This, it is said, vouplussed him. 


—The story that Booth is « cousin of the 
executed rebel spy, Captain Beall, is con- 
tradicted. 


—The sentence pronounced against the 
assassin of William, Prince of Orange, 
was execrable—a crime against the 
memory of the great man whom it pro- 
fessed to avenge. It was decreed that (he 
right hand of Gerard should be burned off 
with a red-hot iron, that his flesh should be 
torn from his bones with pincers in six 
different places, that he should be quarter- 
ed and disemboweled alive, that his heart 
should be torn from his bosom and flan; 
in his face,and that,Qnally,bis head anaula 
be taken off. Not even his horrible crime, 
with its endless consequences, nor the na 
ural frenzy of indignation which it bad e: 
cited, could justify this savage decree, to 
rebuke which the murdered bero might 
have almost risen from the sleep of death, 
‘The sentence was literally executed on the 
Lith of July, the criminal supporting its 
horrors with astonishing fortitude,—Mot- 
ley. 


—The utter barbarism and savageness 
which underlies the Confederacy bas per- 
haps not been entirely comprehended. Not- 
withstandiug its companionship of slavery 
—its attempt to destroy free government 
from off the earth—ils atrocious treatment 
of prisoners—still, the innate satantics, irit 
which inspired it’ was not realized. — Per- 
haps it was necegeary, that this spiritshould 
be concentrated into a single act of suffi- 
cient atrocity to sbock.the world. Hera- 
_after,when mankind ure trying toillustrate 
the lowest depths to which human deprav- 
ity can sink, they will point to the assns- 
sination of President Lincoln, 


—The Montreal_JVitness says: “ But our 
danger will be imminent if any of the 
scoundrels implicated in this assassinativh 
(of President Lincoln) make their escape 
to Lower Canada, ‘bey would undoubt- 
edly meet here plenty of influential 
friends. [bere would be found here 
judges and juries to decide that they had 
Red only a belligerent right. Indeed, it 
will argue a strange inconsistency if those 
papers which have been foremost in 
screeving the raiders, and have excused 
asa belligerent right the assassination of 
an innocent civilian at St. Albans, find 
fault now with those concerned in the mur- 
der of the Commander-in-chief of the 
Federal armies.” 


—A notorious copperhead living in the 
vicinity of Waterbury, on hearing of the 
President’s death, displayed a flag with 
the words, The Devil is dead” upon it. 
A party of young men proceeded to the 
residence of tbe scoundrel, and mude a 
demand for the flag. The man denied 
having exhibited any; whereupon a rope 
was fastened about bis neck, and he was 
threatened with hanging unless be “show- 
ed his colors” within five minutes. He 
beld out four minutes and a half, and then 
confessed his infamy and brought out the 
flug. Himself aud family were then 
ranged on a beuch and made to take the 
oath of allegiance. He was then given 
three days-in which to procure and display 
a national flag appropriately draped in 
mourning. Notifying bim tbat he would 
be called on at the end of the three days, 
the party left, tuking with them a consid- 
erable number of firearms found on the 
premises. 


Our DEAD Presipent.—A letter from 
the Sixth corps says the death of the Pres- 
ident still monopolizes # large share of the 
thought of this army, It is the one all ab- 
sorbing subject of conversation, The man 
had so thoroughly endeared himself to 
Doth officers and men, that all seem to feel 
that they have lost a dear persona 
friend. Every day I bear fresh instances 
of his goodness related—ineidents which 
go to prove thnt amidst the weighty cares 
of Lis high station, he atWays found time 
to attend to the numerous letters sont him 
by the wives, mothers, and sisters of sol- 
diers, asking him to inform them what 
had ‘become of their, hasband, son, or 
brother, who enlisted months or years ago 
as u private soldier in the great army of 
the Union, andof whom they bad received 
no tidings since the regiment marched off 
down South. Scores of these documents, 
bearing the President's well Known auto- 
rraph, nave found their way to the head- 
quarters of the company in which the pe 
sonsso anxiously inquired for hud enlisted. 
Sometimes the glad tidings, ** He is-alive 
and well,” went North ;-and at others the 
company commander petned the sorrow 
ful words, * He was killed in battle.” "Thi 
thoughtfulness und true goodness of heart 
bad made tbe Presideut peculiarly beloved 
by the soldiers, and. words are but feeble 
exponents of the sorrow and rage excited 
among them by the news of bis (ragical 
death. 


PotrricaL.—Let the old terms of am- 
nesty oftered by President Lincolu remain. 
So faras reason allows, and expediency 
prescribes, let them be enlarged, so as to 
granclife, liberty, and even property, with- 
out political rights, to a higber grade of 
offenders—always reserving for Justice 
every man found responsible for torturiug 
prisoners or murdering unarmed Union 
men, ‘Then let the law against treason 
luke its course, Let every unamnestied 
traitor be fairly tried, and’ lawfally sen- 
tenced, Afterwards, if uny real ground 
for mercy exists, let bim be spared. But 
whenever guilt is found unmitigated, Jet 
punishment, too, be without mitigation,— 
Times. 


aTGTS 

Minirany.—A novelty was hatched at 
the siege of Mobile. Says. New Orleans 
letter, 14th: ‘General’ MeArtbur ;had 
hulf-n-dozen mortars made of the wood of 
the gum tree, and they were used during 
the Whole attack, One shell from a wooden 
gun is known to bave killed and wounded 
eleven Confederate soldiers, and the rebels 
assert they were the most destructive guns 
used. Two of these wooden mortars have 
been brought to the city by Colonel Thom- 
as and Captain McLean, and will be open 
to inspection: at.the St. Charles hotel to- 
morrow. Itis the design of these officers 
to send these ‘new fangled” guns to the 
Chicago Sanitary Commission fuir, to see 
how much they will bring in aid’ of the 
soldiers. One hundred shells were fired 
rom ono of these mortars. 

—General Sheridan. arrived in Wash- 
ington Saturday night from the front. 

—The First division of the Nineteenth 
army corps arrived in Washington on Sat- 
urday.
